M il k s C i t y , 
Mont.. June 12.—The 
Cheyenne Indian trouble 19 dally and 
hourly assuming a more serious aspect. 
Settlers coining into town from the out­ 
side agree that every indication points 
to an outbreak. 
Cheyenne bucKs are 
scattered over the country in small par­ 
ting intimidating ranchers by insolent 
conduct and killing cattle 
largely in 
excess of their demands for food. 
The 
bucks occupy tho high ground and are 
constantly signaling from point to point, 
friendly Indians report that runners 
have been sent to Standing Rock and 
1'ine Ridge to induce 
the Sioux and 
Dine Ridge Cheyennes to join iu a con­ 
templated raid. 
These reports are also 
to the effect that the Cheyennes are 
going to raid white settlements as soon 
as preparations are completed. 
I pshaw, agent of the Cheyennes, is 
marked for vengeance. 
He is to be 
scalped and his scalp divided so each 
Indian can have apiece. 
Sioux Indians 
traveling singly and in pairs, with largo 
strings of ponies, have boon intercepted 
coming from the direction of (he Mis­ 
souri river agencies and headed for the 
Cheyenne agency. 
The Cheyennes are all well armed 
with Winchesters and have plenty of 
ammunition. 
The settlers and cowboys 
are poorly armod. To remedy this Sheriff 
Jones of Custer county has asked Gov. 
Toole for IOO rifles and 10,000 rounds of 
amimition, which will arrive to-morrow 
j aud be sent out at once. 
There are now 
at the Cheyenne agency three troops 
T pf cavalry from Fort Custer, number­ 
ing about 140 men, under command of 
Major Carroll. A detachment, one troop 
of cavalry and three companies of in­ 
fantry, under command of (’apt. Mat- 
thcwson, loft Fort lvoogh this morning 
for Sweeney Creek, where the Indians 
wi re reported troublesome. 
It is prob­ 
able that another detachment will be 
ordered to Ashland to-morrow. 
It may be possible to quell the out­ 
break by the presence of the troops and 
armed ranchers and cowboys, but the 
only solution of the difficulty is the re­ 
moval of the Indians, who are only half 
fed and have been kept in this condition 
for years past. Half their food has been 
furnished by stockmen of Custer county, 
who are getting tired aud will relieve 
themselves of this incubus if tho Gov­ 
ernment docs not act. 
H e l e n a , Mont., June 12.— Gov. Toole 
this morning received a dispatch signed 
by top prominent citizens of Miles City 
requesting that he send 1,000 stand of 
arms and ammunition. 
In reply arms 
and ammunition were sent forward in 
charge of Col. Curtis. 
Tho Cheyennes 
have left their camps and are gather­ 
ing in small camps of from fifteen to 
tvventy-fiye in the tepees anil are tiring 
at settlers’ houses and making tho most 
threatening 
demonstrations. 
Ranch­ 
men have been bringing their families 
into the settlement all day. 
C attle are 
boing shot down by the Indians through 
pure malice, as no p arts of tb e anim ala 
are used for beef. 
Eighteen cattle were 
-bot in one bunch on Otter creek. 
White men are believed to be re­ 
sponsible to a groat extent for the 
present troubles among the Cheyennes. 
These men, without the authority or 
knowledge of the military authorities at 
Fort Custer, entered the reservation 
about a week or ten days ago and 
harangued the Indians with a story of a 
coming 
Christ and 
inflamed 
their 
imaginations 
with 
tales of 
horses, 
cattle ami fire-water to be bestowed 
when the Christ arrived. One night this 
week a band of braves went on the war­ 
path almost within sight of Fort Custer 
and surprised a family on the Little 
Big Horn. 
The only woman present 
escaped with her husband, hut a man 
named Bowen was killed and scalped. 
The band proceeded to the Tongue 
River valley and killed two more set­ 
tlers whose names are unknown. 
Four indians implicated in the mur­ 
der were arrested and taken to Miles 
(Tty. 
It was then fully realized that 
an ugly feeling was general among the 
Northwestern tribes, medicine men hav­ 
ing inflamed nearly all of them by 
preaching the coming of a pew Messiah. 
Cattlo were stolen from ranches in unu­ 
sual numbers, and the settlers have for 
weeks been in a slate of fear.

W a sh in g to n , Ju n e 12.—The com pro­ 
mise Pension bill adopted in conference 
has been abreed to by the House. 
It is 
not entirely satisfactory to either Sen­ 
ate or House, but this seemed to be the 
only way out of the deadlock on the 
pension question. 
T he House insisted 
on a service pension and the Senate 
wanted a dependent pension. 
T he bill 
as Anally adopted by the House is based 
upon disability, instead of service or de­ 
pendence, but in other respects con­ 
tains substantially w hat was provided in 
the House bill. 
T h e chairman of the 
Pension committee of the House puts 
the annual cost of the operation of the 
l.lll at $?6,oOO.OOO, but this is generally 
regarded as a small estimate. 
Mr. Can­ 
non gave as one of 
his reasons 
for 
voting for it that it would add 250,000 
names to the pension rolls and increase 
the pensions of 50,000 persons now on 
the rolls. 
An expert at the pension office says 
the act will Involve a cost of $50,000,000 
for the first year and an indefinite in­ 
crease annually 
thereafter. 
It will 
place on the pension rolls 75,000 w idows 
and 100,000 soldiers, w ithout counting 
pensioners whose pensions will be in­ 
creased because they are now drawing 
ess than tile amount authorized by the 
bill. 
It is impossible, he said, to defi­ 
nitely estimate at this 
time 
what 
amount the act will require after the 
first year, but it will certainly be an 
immense sum. 
Some Republicans and 
many Democrats opposed the bill on ac­ 
count of the meagerness of the inform a­ 
tion the committee was able to furnish. 
When Mr. Morrill of Kansas presented 
:he conference report on the Senate de­ 
pendent pension* bill Mr. Springer of 
Illinois asked that the report go over 
antu to-morrow in order th at it might 
oe printed in the Record and members 
dc given an opportunity to examine its 
provisions, but Mr. Morrill objected. 
T he previous question was ordered— 
yeas. 115; nays, 7*5. 
T he conference report was agreed to 
—yeas. 145: nays, 56. 
T h e Speaker announced the appoint- 
nent of Mr. Mills, of Texas, as a mem­ 
ber of the committee on rules, and Mr. 
rurner, of Georgia, as a member of the 
lommittee on ways and means, to fill 
vacancies occasioned by the resignation 
>f Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky. 
Tho Senate. 
W a sh in g to n , June 12.—In the Sen­ 
ile adverse reports wore made from the 
iuance committee on Mr. Stanford's bill 
'or governm ent loans on liens of real 
estate, and on the bill to abolish metal 
money, and the bills were indefinitely 
postponed. 
On motion of Mr. Edmunds a Senate 
pill extending the criminal jurisdiction

Charges that Votes Were OXered for 
Sale to Elevated Roads. 


B o s t o n . 
Juno 12.—The 
charge of 
bribery and corruption urged against 
certain 
M assachusetts State Senators 
has proved the 
sensation of the hour 
here. 
The Senate took the m atter up 
immediately upon its 
assembly this 
morning and a committee of investiga­ 
tion was appointed. 
This body at once 
began its 
work, 
summoning George 
Fred Williams, the young Representa­ 
tive who preferred the charges, to name 
guilty Senators and state his proof. 
T he elevated railroad advocates and 
Senate lobbyists were on hand in force. 
Mr. Williams urged delay as he was not 
ready to produce hif testimony. Pushed 
to a statement of w hat he really intend­ 
ed to show, he said: 
“ I have evidence 
tending to show th at a member of your 
honorable branch in consultation with 
persons representing one of the elevated 
railroad companies asking for a charter 
offered to ‘produce his own vote as 
one of ten members of your honorable 
branch, which ten members he would 
‘deliver’ or their votes for the sum of 
$100,000 for each Senator."

pany involved, he said, was the People's 
Elevated road, but th at incidental to the 
charges would come up matters concern­ 
ing tho West End railroad. 
Mr. Will­ 
iams will name the Senators alleged to 
have been concerned in Hie transaction 
and produce his proof to-morrow.

FON ETIC FELLOS. 


with 
In Effort to Be Macle to Do Away 
the Pagan System of Spelling. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Ju n e 12.—The scheme 
lo establish a chain of “ fonetic” schools 
throughout the country bids fair to be 
carried to a successful issue, and that 
Chicago will be in the field seems to be 
generally understood. 
The bill appropriating $50,000,000 for 
the establishment of these schools is 
now' pending before the House and will 
certainly have a hearing before tho 
present session has been 
concluded. 
Senator Farwell and Congressmen Mason 
m d Lawler aro deeply interested, as 
are the majority of the Senators and 
Congressmen, and are lending their aid 
to the successful passage of the bill with 
an enthusiasm unexpected. 
It is a Chicago enterprise purely and 
Is being pushed vigorously by Charles 
A. Story, the secretary of the United 
States Fonetic company. 
He is now 
here and doing yeoman service in tile 
cause. 
To your correspondent Mr. Story said 
th a t he wished it distinctly understood 
th at any criticisms or objections to the 
old and numerous methods of fonetic 
spelling heretofore offered to the public 
do not apply to the new science of spell­ 
ing. 
“ T he old fonetic m ethods,’' continued 
Mr. Story, “ merely drop a few silent 
letters here and there—merely lop off or 
trim down a few of the worst excres­ 
cences from the old pagan systems of 
spelling. 
T he science of spelling con­ 
structs all the words of a1! t he languages 
by rule and leaves out all the silent let­ 
ters. 
T he old so-calied fonetic spelling 
is no more like the science of spelling 
than an Irish wheel-barrow is like a 
locomotive engine, or a mud-scow like a 
Cunard stea; tor. 
T here is no kind of 
resemblance or similarity. 
Those old 
plans are mere patch-work, mere t i g e r ­ 
ing, mere hacking and hewing 
They 
only prop up, or attem pt to brace, 
the 
old, decayed, and crumbling methods of 
th e pagan ages. 
T he science of spell­ 


ing bolide a new and modern structure 
in 
place 
of 
the 
old 
ones, 
erecting the same on the solid-rock 
foundation of science and common sense. 
with all the modern appliances demand­ 
ed by our own land jm d time. 
Children 
can learn as much spelling in one month, 
using the rules of science as their 
guide, as they are learning now in two 
years. 
This has 
been 
Droved many 
times.” 
The speaker also stated th a t he had 
received a letter from 1’rof. Swing of 
Chicago, 
in 
which 
that 
well-known 
divine and learned man highly praised 
Hie 
idea 
of 
establishing 
fonetic 
schools. 
Ile hoped the appropriation 
would bo made, and as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
In writing on the subject the 
professor said th a t the introduction rn 
invention of electricity or steam was a 
grand and invaluable innovation, but to 
his mind tho “ fonetic” system of spell­ 
ing would he far greater, when so estab­ 
lished as to be in general use. 
Prof. 
•Swing grew quite enthusiastic on the 
subject. 
I he lat in lull and oilier questions 
now under discussion will preclude a 
hearing of Hic ‘fonetic biT for at least a 
week or ten days.” concluded Mr. Story

Charles S ibs I lei ’u new buggy is also 
laid up for repairs with a wrecked wheel 
aud an axle badly sprang. 
The other injured,horse is gowned by 
Mr. E . T. Taylor, the architect, who re­ 
siles iu Forest Park. 
About niue o’clock last night Mr 
Harry Sloan drove down Alain street 
with his horse and bitched it iu the vi­ 
cinity cf Gyrus Miner’s shoe store. 
He 
then left the horse and walked up Mil­ 
waukee Greet. 
The colt became fright. 
cued at something, and freeing him­ 


self from the fastening started down 
Main street. 
He ran like the wind, and 
tho block to Gonit street, was covered in 
a fe v seconde. 
At the same time Mr. Albert 8obt*l- 
ier was 
driving up Mein street in 
his brother’s buggy with a young lady 
friend. 
He saw tne horse coming on a

In front of 
the Bishop Welies school he collided 
with Mr. Taylor’s horse and buggy. Mr. 
Teyloi’e buggy had some fancy ecrcli 
work attached to the seat, a piece cf 
which, eight inches long, penetrated Mr. 
Sloan’s horse’s chest, making an ugly 
wound from which a piece of wood four 
itches long was taken by the veterinary 
surgeon. Just how Mr. Taylor’s horse 
received bis terrible cut is a mystery, 
but the gaping wound is there to show 
where something out into his quivering 
flash. Both horses were caught here 
and taken to Roberts & Kellai’e hospital 
where they are now receiving treatment. 
It was a bad accident all around.
